1. Headquarters has traced Adolf SLAVIK, subject of 201-7277. So many 
references here been found It will take sons tine to collect, review, and send 
then to the field. Therefore, this dispatch is a suHnnry of only the documents 
to the 201 me. 

2. The following information is not to be passed to liaison* 

A-l. Dr. Adolf SLAVIK, a lawyer, was born In Vienna, Austria, on 2 h 
Ihrch 1918. Be received his Doctor of Low degree from the University of Vienna 
to 1939. 

A~2. SLAVIK belonged to the Hitler Youth (then Illegal) and the 
Austrian Tooth Movement while still a student. Be was s member of the National 
Socialist Party from 1936 until the end of the war. He was awarded the Couosm- 
orative M eda l sad the Gold Insignia of Honor of the ffltler Youth to 1936. That 
year he served to the SS reserve, sad later was an inspector of Hitler Youth 
scooting activities . From 1939 to 19bO SIA7IK served in the SS regi^nt Per 
Fflhrer . In 19U0 he was given a co emission in the S3 res e rv e unit| the Iron 
_ dross, first sad second class, was presented to him. SLAVIK worked as s legal 
apprentice in the Vienna SS police court until I9b2. 

A-3. SLAVIK wrote some pamphlets directed against the Vienna District 
leader of the Hitler Tooth and was expelled from the Hitler Tooth to 19b2 as a 
result. He was a prisoner of the American forces at the end of the war and 
L returned to Vienna to 19i*5 to work as s business advisor. SLAVIK worked as 
secretary of the Austrian Philatelic Society from I 9 U 6 until 19 W, at the same 
time orga nisin g a secret organisa t i o n for the benefit of imprisoned Nazis and 
their families. 

A-U. SLAVIK was charged to 19h7 with having neglected his registration 
_ doty and in 19U8 with having illegally belonged to the Nazi Party and the Hitler 
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Qroup. He served II months of hie 2 ye ar sentence of hard labor and forfeiture 
of property. After his release, SLAVIK tried to Join the Democratic Vnim, was 
-refuaed, then Joined the League of Creative Austrians and the national League, 
whose leader ho later became. Beginning in 1950 SLAVH began talcing tripe to 
fiaet and Vest Qer»Bny and other countries In order to eet up an Intelligence 
network for the Soviets In Austria (and to do some arms sniggling). SLAVIK 
supposedly was trained In sabotage In fescot. In 1956 SLAVIK founded an import- 
e xpor t firm In Casablanca. Upon his broth wrU return tc ?rssc s 1™ In l?5"; 

H iv^s^d to Viaana. mLaVik took a trip to the Middle and Far Bast in 
19& to find a l ocation for another import-export firm. Unable to locate any 
.funds, he returned to Vienna where he later became manager of the Vienna branch 
of the inport-export firm of Bend Steiner A Co., Istanbul. 

1-5. SLAVIK Is a political o p por tun ist. SLAVIK 1 s wife Helene, bom 
16 lfcrch 1925, Is undoubtedly swart of her husband b intelligence activities. 

A-6. The above information is from K1V-8731, 2 April 1963. 

B. According to XGPA-1669, lb June 1957, SLAVIK was reported to! have been 
working as a courier for the H?D and to have been a visitor to the Soviet Kabasery 
in Bonn on several occasions. 

C. SLAVIK is an Austrian dtiaen and a Bomsn Catholic. He Joined the 
SoodLalint Party In 19b5 bat was expelled because of his having been a weaker of 
the Hatdnual Socialist Party. His national League (mentioned in Paragraph A-b 
above) use backed by the Soviets. Daring his trial (Par ag raph A-b), SLAVIK 

cl aimed to have belonged to the french resistance movemvit since the end of 
19b2. JEAV-506, 20 April 1953. 
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
